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DETAILS OF INVEST I GATION 

On the afternoon of November SAl'C Spsraan received a phone call 

frora a man who/baid he v.-as Irving was sidy . Mr. Cassidy said that he had just 
visited Harry u Hall in Terminal Island Federal Reformatory, Los Angeles, and 
Mr. Kali asked that Mr. Cassidy call SAIC Spaman to tell him that Harry Hall had 
information concerning Jack Ruby from Dalias , Texas, and would like to talk with 
the Secret Service, 

Harry Haul was an informant Tor the Los Angeles Office several years ago, 
giving information which resulted in the seizure of a counterfeiting plant. He 
has since given information to the Intelligence Division of the Treasury and the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation. 

Harry Hail is serving a sentence of 30 months in Terminal Island for de- 
frauding boxing Promoter Gibson of a large sum of>^oney. His confidence

On the same date SA Horn interviewed Harry Hall at Terminal Island Reforma- 
tory in the presence of a prison official. Hall stated that he had had business 
dealings with Jack Ruby and was well acquainted with him, but* advised SA Horn 
that /.c aid not want to talk in the reformatory in the presence of witnesses, 
cut would talk to SAIC Spaman if he could be taken out of Terminal Island to the 
Seci’tt Service Office. 

On November 30, 1963 ? SAIC Spaman discussed this matter wit h Inspector 
Holley at Dallas, Texas, advising Inspector Kelley that Harry Hall had been of 
assistance to other agencies in addition to the Secret Service, and that his in- 
Ion. a, ion in many cases had been reliable.

Buoy on occasion 
i.-ov 1 ded Wall with a/bankroli and introduced him to likely victims, with Mioy 
takin- 403 of anv.^eal while Hall collected 6o£. Ruby' s cut was b ecause h e was 
supposed to W Influence with the nolice, so thafnel^uld have no worry aboux 


Hall said that during this period through influential people, he wasable to 
reet-»n Dallas, he was able to place bets with a bookie m I-lontreai by xeiepncue, 
winning about $5,000. Ruby and Hall then went to Chicago enroute to Montreal to 
collect their vanning s , but Ruby remained in Chicago while Hall went to Montreal 
and collected the money, returning to join Ruby ir. Chicago. 

At that time Ruby was staying at the Devonshire Hotel or. the near north side 
in Chicago, while Hall stayed at the Palmer House. During their stay an Cnxcago^ 
:, ub' r * visited and seemed suite friendly with a man who had a store which sold wham 
y,-n ol-m.cS meaning off-brand merchandise similar to expensive appliances.
